States Attorney Hoyne’s sweeping victory is the 
only eunsol.-itiou prize the democracy wins in C\M»k 
Uouuty with the latest returns in yestenlay from 
Tuesday’s election. The dcmiK-ratie county and 
sanitary district tickets, aside from Iloyiie, went 
to defeat by pluralities ranging from 1.5.000 to 
GO.(HH). Recorder Jospeh F. C’onnerj*. seeking re- 
election, and John T. Rainey, candidate for re- 
election for Circuit Court clerk, led their colleagues 
on tlie comity ticket. The big vote they received 
in the city, however, was not large enough to 
overcome the republican pluralities their rivals 
pulled up in the country towns. Judge J(Mse)»ii 
Sabath, democrat on the county Judicial ticket, won 
over Oscar llelwl, repiihlican. The fact that 
.Sabath had the siq»port of the Harrison men, as 
well as the Sullivan and Dunne forces, may ac- 
count for his victory. Municipal Jiulge Jacob Hop- 
kins, Sullivan adherent, was defeated in the same 
precincts by RoImtI Crowe, republican. 'I’lie women 
went n'pnldican yesterday in voting for county 
offices, llundreils. who voted for Wilson for presi- 
ileiit. placed tli(®lr marks .against tlie republi<*an 
nominees on the county ticket. They maile some 
exception for Tlioinas J. Wehb, candidate for Ixiard 
of review. (’oroner IlofTinan leads all candidates 
for whom men alone vote anil has a plurality in 
excess of Gd,(KK). Charles H. Sergei lias a tre- 
mendous load for president of the sanitary district, 
and with Alderman J.-imes II. Lawlej- and M.attiiias 
Mueller has n substantial lead over the democratic 
candidates for trustees of the sanitarj’ district. 
With the election of three republicans as trustees 
of the sanitary district the democrats have lost 
control of tliat Isidy. There are two republicans 
«.n the hoard now — Wallace ti. Clark and George 
W. I’aullin. With Sergei, Lawley and Mueller the 
repuhlicaiis have five out of the nine meinlH’rs. 
The county towns precincts gave 4.S94 votes for 
the tax amendment and 4.3.33 against it. For the 
banking law amendment these precincts gave G,817 
for and 2,798 against. 

From London yesterday a dispatch says: The 

great Anglo-French offensive on the Somme in 
northern France today has direct liearing on future 
Zeppelin raids on England. This liint was given 
today by a British official in a position to know. 
If the Anglo- Freneli forces on the Somme drive 
a wider and deeiM‘r wedge into the (brman line 
the entire line must eventually fall back to 
straighten itself. 'J’his would mean that the allied 
aerial bases in northern France would also move 
forward. 'i'he initural sequence is that German 
military and aviation liases Iwdh in Belgium and 
across the Rhine become, from a strategical and 
military jMiiiit of view, more legitimate objectives 
for .allied air siiuadrons. Hitherto allied air forces 
have Imcii able to make loiig-distanec raids, but 
not heavy ones. 'The gnaat Ziqipeliii hang.ars in 
Belgium, including those now under eonstruetion 
and those in Germany from which the present raid- 
ing Zepiielins operate, Avill iMM-ome practically use- 
less to Germany. According to expiTt opinion here 
it is not illogical to believe tliat these hangars 
and their contents, under such conditions, waiuld 
1m* a total loss unless the Germans move them to 
safer places. Safer places in this instance would 
mean far into the interior of (lermaiiy. .Thus all 
present calculations concerning the Zeppelin radius 
of action, .atmospheric eouditioiis and other scientific 
problems of Zep|K‘liii raids on England would have 
to be made over :igain. Even the radius of the 
great suiM*r-Zep|)elins would 1m* seriously cut down 
:iiid till* smaller tyia* of airships probably would 
be«*ome wholly useless so far as striking England 
is coucerned. A recent British (*ouimunique, de- 
tailing a raid b.v eighty acroydancs i*arryiiig tons 
of liigh explosives, gives a further hint of the 
force wliich the allies can put into use against 
Ze|ipeiin lairs within a safe radius of a readjusted 
'western front. 

From yiarty headquarters in New York yesterday 
afternoon a disyiatiii said: With the eouutry’s 

choiee of a president in an almost iiniin*cedented 
condition of doubt on the day after i*le(*tion. Inith 
deinoeratic and reyiublieaii headquarters were 
scenes of nervous activity and tension. Although 
both sides claimed majorities in' the electoral col- 
lege, there seemed to be a feeling at .Ixith yilaees 
tliat tliere w.is a eliance that the detennination of 
the final result, witli so many states doubtful, 
might Im* yirolonged perhaps for another day. and 
there was unofficial talk that the decision, might 
eventuall.v he thrown into tlie house of reyiresenta- 
t’ves. Tliere were suggestions also that there 
liiight Im* in some st;ites bitter contests over the 
integrity of the returns, wliieh miglit bi* drawn 
out for days, with the result hinging on a recount.

Further inroads into Wil.son’s lead in Minnesota 
had lM*en made by Hughes when nearly half the 
total precincts of the st.ite had r»*iMirti*d yesterday. 
In 1.439 of tlie .3,02.5 preeinets Wilson ixiiled 111.173 
votes and Hughes 103.G90. In the pr»*eim ts outside 
the three largest cities of the stati* — .Minneapolis, 
St, Paul and Duluth — Hughes show’ed raiiidly grow- 
ing strengtli. In G91 of tliese rural preeinets Hughes 
received 42,172 votes to Wilson’s :J4.1.39. Republican 
leaders expn*ssed confideme tliat tills ratio wmild 
Im* maintained, wliieh would mean a plurality fUr 
llllglies of at least lO.OtHL Fr.ilik B. Kellogg was 
elected United St.ites senator on the republican 
ticket; eight repulilieaiis. one democrat ami one 
progressive were elected to congress, and the entire 
republiean state ticket, heailed by Gov. J. A. A. 
Biiniqiiist, was elected.

3’he French took German iMisitions on a front of 
four kiloiueters (two and one Iialf miles), extending 
trom Chaiilm s w<hm1 to southeast of Atiliiineourt re- 
finery. 3’he villages of Ahlaincoiirt and iTessoire 
and Ablaincourt cemetery were captured. .More tlian 
500 prisoners were taken. This statement recapitu- 
lated the prisoners taken tiy the Franco- British 
troops ill the course of the fighting on tlie Somme 
front since July 1. giving tlieir number up to Nov. 
1 as 71.532 men and 1,449 officers, while the niimlM*r 
of guns captured is given as 173 field guns, 130 
lieavy guns, 215 trench mortars and 9S1 .ni.achine 
guns.
